SEEN BY GROWERS 


Fruit of: Fine Quality 
Being Marketed This 
Year; 27 Cars of May- 
flowers Packed So Far. 


Macon. Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
With a fine peach crop in sight, one 
of high quality, and with a ripening 
period extending from May 22 to Sep- 
tember 1, there is the best outlook in 
years for that industry in Georgia. 
Growers expect to make some money 


this year. They made a considerable 


The crop is better 


now than it was a year ago. Twenty- 
seven cars of Mayflowers were packed 
this week, and other varieties will 
soon begin to move. 

Weather conditions have been fav- 
orable for the fruit thus far, after 
the recovery from the March freeze, 
and the excessive heat of this week 
is doing no damage, but is adding 
color to the ripening fruit. Mayflow- 
ers have been moving slowly this week, 
the first earlot shipments going out 
last Saturday. The Mayflower crop 
will be moved early the coming week. 
Then will follow all of the other early 
varieties and by the middle of June 
the heavy movement of Hileys will 
be under way. 

There are 379 cars of Uneedas and 
491 cars of Early.Rose, in sight, both 
of which will start moving the com- 
ing week. 

The Hileys, which start about June 
17, will produce about 3,454 cars, ac- 
cording to the Georgia Peach Grow- 
ers’ Exchange. There are 1,916 cars 
of Georgia’ Belles and 6,233 cars of 
Dibertas in sight. Belles. are due to 
move from Jane 28 to July 20. 

Growers say that there is no cause 
for alarm over the big crop of EI- 
bertas in sight, for this variety will 
be marketed during a six weeks’ 
period, from July 3 to August 10. 

The total crop in sight for this 
year is 13.680 cars. according to the 
latest estimate of the Georgia Peath 
Growers’ Exchange.

However, the route from New York 
to Atlanta, coming all down the At- 
lantic seaboard on the east side of 
the Alleghenies, and crossing to the 
Pacifie by New Orleans and the south- 
ern route, avoids all high altitudes so 
that it would be possible for the new 
type of heavy, powerful planes to 
carry profitable loads of passengers 
and freight.

SOLICITOR FIGHTS 
CLEMENCY APPEAL 


Solicitor General Points 
Out “Fallacy” of Life 
Terms in Prison in Mur- 
der Convictions. 


Solicitor General John A. Boykin 
will oppose the petition for a pardon 
filed Saturday with the state prison 
commission by Mrs. Cora Lov Vinson, 
convicted in 1923 of killing her. hus- 
band, Dr. W. A. Vinson. In making 
public the filing of the application, 
Solicitor Boykin declared that the 
fact that Mrs. Vinson has filed an 
‘application for a pardon after serving 
such a short time on a life sentence 
“shows the fallacy of life sentence for 
first degree murder.” 

Mrs. Vinson was sentenced to’ be 
hanged, but after a long fight the 
sentence was commuted to life impris- 
onment. 

Dr. Vinson was shot down by Mrs. 
Vinson in the early part of 1922 as 
he sat in his office at Marietta street 
and Bellwood avenue, Mrs. Vinson 
first was convicted of murder and 
sentenced to hang. The case attracted 
nation-wide interest because it was 
the first time a woman had been sen- 
tenced to hang in Georgia in many 
years. She later was granted a. new 
trial and a consent verdict taken so 
that she might be given a life term. 

Hits Pardon Laws. 

In referring to the present system 
of law in Georgia regarding pardons, 
Solicitor Boykin declared that it would 
cost the state leas to give murderers 


five years’ imprisonment, because they 
are eligible for parole after three 


eS ears’ service, 


“It is a regular procedure for them 


»to make formal action for parole after: 


they have served three years of their 
terms,” he said. “It has come to a 
point now where 1 not otily have to 
work to send murderers to prison, but 
I am compelled to struggle to keep 
them there and I intend most vigor- 
ously to fight the efforts of Mrs. Vin- 
fon to gain her freedom. 

“Mrs. Vinson’s case illustrates the 
utter absurdity in advocating life sen- 
tences in lieu of death sentences. 
only asked for a verdict of life sen- 
tence for Mrs. Vinson because I did | 
not want to blot the name of the} 
state of Georgia with the hanging of 
a white woman, but the jury sen- 
tenced her to hang. Since Mrs, Vin- 
son's attorneys arranged for her to 
enter a plea and be given a life sen- 
tence, I have become convinced that 
murderers, regardless of sex, should be | 
given the full penalty of dealth.

an. hour’s debte. Two hundred and 
forty-nine of the approximately 950 
delegates voting opposed indorsement 
of the amendment, which was orig- 
inally drafted at the request of the 
federation. 

A resolution reaffirming faith in a 
federal department of education was 
passed, with 42 opposing votes. 

The opposition to the child labor 
amendment came largely from the 
south and from industria] sections, 
and was based largely on an alleged 
invasion of “states’ rights,”’ Feeling ran 
high, bursts of applause and even 
cheers greeting spenkers on both 
sides. 

Adoption of these resolutions was 
a triumph for federation leaders, ‘The 


Louisville delegation of five, with

Athens, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)— 
During the last three weeks I have 
had the pleasure of going through a 
good bit of the Georgia tobacco ter- 
ritory, and the condition of the crop 
is somewhat: better than had been 
anticipated. The outlook for a good 
quality crop is very promising. Some 
fields that were set in March are 
waist high and will be ready to top 

within a fewdays. @& 

Last year Georgia planted 67,000 
acres to tobacco which produced little 
less than 50,000,000 pounds. It ap- 
pears that about 50,000 acres are 
planted in tobacco this year. With 
normal seasons for the next three 
weeks the crop should approximate 
40,000,000. 

The 1925 crop sold for $7,000,000 
and it is expected that, even with the 
decrease in acreage, the 1926 crop 

Some fields were set late due to 
lateness of plants, but the tobacco is 
growing off nicely. There is not as 
large a percentage of late plantings 
as was expected, but most of the to- 
baeco farmers by forcing their plants 
with nitrate of soda and animal and 
fowl manure succeeded in getting their 
plants large enough to set in the field 
in fairly good time. 

Stands Are Good. 

The stands of tobacco are good— 
much better than they were last year.

BlG PENSION FUND 
0 AID MINISTERS 
OF PRESBYTERIANS 


Financial Campaign 
Started To Take Care of 
All Preachers Over 65 
Years of Age.

Baltimore, May

years of age with a reserve fund of

States, is treasurer of the committee. 
Hays Outlines Plan. 

Mr. Hays outlined the plan to the 
general assembly as calling for the 
stated endowment by contributions 
and a levy of 10 per cent of ministers’ 
salaries from the churches cooperating 
in the plan. The church would pay 
71-2 per cent and the minister 21-2 
per cent. 

The only objection to the plan was 
made by Rev. Albert H. Gammon, of 
Santa Barbara, Cal., who called upon 
the assembly to throw out the plan 
and substitute a system based upon ys- 
sessment.

There has been a marked increase 
in the number of library books among 
high schools within the last decade, 
Dr. Stewart says. In 1915-16 there 
were 77.902 books in the accredited 
high school libraries. This year, in 
the accredited high school libraries 
there ‘are 334,498 books, and in the 
negro schools, 20,068, making a total 
of 363,566 books. 

Laboratory equipment of all kinds 
in Georgia high schools is valued at 

571. The equipment in some of 
the schools of the state compares fav- 
erably with the best in the country, 
Dr. Stewart says.

The manuscript was found in a se- 
culded monastery high up in the Him- 
alayas by Dr. Nicholas Roerich, inter- 
nationally known artists and archae- 
ologist and head of an expedition 
which has pierced the fastnesses of the 
rugged Asiatic country, who reported 
his find in cables and letters. 

Because of the reverential character 
of the writings, Dr. Roerich believes 
that the Lama priests of Tibet accord- 
ed Christ the utmost respect. 

The Lama priests of mountainous 
Tibet do not know whether the manu- 
script is a collection of the writings of 
many theologians or the monumental 
work of a single scholar. Neither 
has the date of the document been as- 
certained, although it is believed to 
have been produced fifteen to twenty 
centuries ago, certainly within a few 
hundred years after the crucifixion. 

Students of religion are endeavoring 
to connect the discovery with the 
marked similarity between Buddishism 
and Christianity—a subject on which 
Dr. Roerich has written several mono- 


graphs. 

Was the character of Christ and his 
teachings molded by the buddhist env- 
ironment, or were the Asiatic priests 
swayed by the simple sould of the Sav- 
ior? From _ the\ character of the 
manuscript, it is thought, the Bud- 
dhists were influenced toward the 
Christianity which had not yet been 
named by their Holy Visitor. 

It is known, of course, that Christ 
had preached in Palestine. before the 
spirit of the Nomad and the thirst 
for knowledge sent him to distant 
lands. 

Professor Roerich, with his wife and 
son, George, a graduate of Harvard 
and the Sorbonne in Paris and an au- 
thority in Oriental language—San- 
skrit,, Tibetan, Chinese and Persian— 
heard of the coveted manuscript in 
Darjeeling, India, just across Tibet. 

Originally his expedition went to 
the Far East to draw an Asiatic pano-

“So Helsingor was born, since it 
was the logical place for a customs 
station. ‘Picoatcden also at this pe- 
riod was the Hanseatic league, a sor 
of glorified international chamber of 
commerce. Thousands of the league's 
ships had to pass Helsingor on the 
way to north Germany, Poland, Rus- 
sia and Seandinavia. Their mission 
was to deliver the beautiful silks and 
palate-exciting spices which were com- 
ing in cargoes from the Orient. To 
enforce the royal ship dues a later 
king, in 1577, began the towered cas- 
tle which Shakespeare makes the scene 
of Hamlet. At that time the bard 
was 18 years old, so the castle was 
probably nearly as much of a marvel. to 
him and to his public as the Woolworth 
tower is to us. It is interesting to 
note that the United States was one 
of the signatories to the treaty in 1857 
which abolished the sound dues and 
ended the usefulness of ‘Hamlet's cas- 
tle.’ 
“There are 13,000 souls in Helsingor 
and all of them old enough to think 
about it are sure that Shakespeare 
came to their city as a wandering 
player. Else how could he have de- 
scribed the castle so well and caught 
the spirit of the people so accurately? 
The Kronberg, as the castle is called, 
has a ‘platform’ for the guard and 
ghost before it. Even the lobby to 
the throne room and long flights of 
stairs seem especially designed for the 
wandering Ophelia. Certainly Shake-

AIRPLANE CRASHES

Weston, Mass., May 29.—(4)—A

Washington, May 29.—It would not 
be true to say that everybody in 
Washington regards the “Coolidge or- 


der” outery as a “tempest in a tea- 
pot.” Some think the order, while 
utterly negligible in its scope, is nev- 
ertheless serious as a precedent anid, 
therefore, important in the controver- 
sial “no man’s land” where state au- 
thority meets federal authority. Some 
of the utmost important constitution- 
al questions in our history have had 
utterly trivial episodes as the occasion 
of their arising. At this moment, 
the supreme court has before ita 
constitutional question so important 
and apparently so difficult to decide 
that the court has not yet handed down 
its decision although it wa: heard 
more than thirteen montlis ago. When 
the decision comes, it will determine 
the exact boundary between the rights 
of the president and the rights of the 
senate at a point where those rights 
come into acutely competitive conflict. 
The case arises out of a matter so 
small as the removal of a postmaster 
in Oregon.

Tt is most significant that the two 
outstanding senators who justified 
Coolidge’s order were Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, who of all the democrats is the 
sternest critic of Coolidge; and Borah, 
who of all the republicans is the least 
bound by any sense of obligation to 
defend his party’s president.. The mo- 
tive of these two had nothing to do 
with Coolidge. It was made up part- 
ly of intellectual pride in their own 
understanding of the constitution and 
the relation of this order to it, part- 
ly of senatorial pride in keeping 
straight the record of a debate on a 
constitutional question. The republi- 
cans wha might have been expected to 
defend Coolidge as a party obligation 
were silent.

RECORD NEAR, 
SAYS EXPERT 


BY FRANK GETTY. | 
New York, May 29.—A world’s ree- 
ord of 9 2-5 seconds for the 100-yard 


dash will be established this sum- 
mer. 

With half a dozen sprinters capable 
of turning the “century” in better 
than 9 8-5, it is only a matter of 
time—and a short time, at that—be- 
fore the timers’ watches show that 
a full fifth of a second has been clip- 
ped from the exi world mark, 

Already Charley Paddock. Roland 
Locke, Jackson Scholz, and Don Bar- 
ber have been clocked in 9 5-10, for 
the hundred, and Paddock’s time prob- 
ably will be accepted as a new world’s 
record. Three watches caught him in 
9 5-10, a fourth in 9 6-10. A slight 
wind was blowing into the faces of 
the runners. 

Charley Borah, a freshman at the 
University of California, was only 
four inches behind Paddock at the 
finish, so the former must be counted 
in when the list of sprinters who can 
break 9 3-5 is compiled. 

Jackson Scholz chased Don Barber, 
the U. of C. track captain, ac?oss 
the finish line in the Pacific associa- 
tion games at .San Francisco early 
this month, and forced the Californian 
to do 9 5-10 for the “century.’’ Ro- 
land Locke has alled this mark 
twice, and so has Scholz, but in each 
case the A. A. U. withheld its of- 
ficial recognition ,of the -record. 

The promoters of the Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial celebration at Philadelphia are 
building a monster stadium for ath- 
letic games, and will construct the

He won the amateur championship 
ensily, six up and five to play, in 
the 36-hole final, from -Alexander 
Simpson, his young Scottish com- 
vetitor. Thus, for the first time 
fn history, a native-born and bred 
American becomes the holder of 
Great Britain's most prized golfing 
trophy. : 

For a time during the morning 
round it looked as if Sweetser might 
have a real fight on his hands, and 

ibly fail to grasp the coveted 
onor, 

When he emerged four up for the 
morning round, however, it was ap- 
parent that he had taken the meas- 
ure of his opponent, who was playing 
in his first international tournament. 

When the afternoon round was 
fairly under way, it was seemingly 
a question only as to how many holes 
Simpson would be able to hold out 
before he cracked under the strara. 

The crack came at the 27th hole, 
when he did about everything a golfer 
should not do, scoring a bad seven, 
Meanwhile the former Yale star, keep- 
ing his head, went along tite even ten- 
or of his golfing way and played at 
his best. 

The Scotchman went from bad to 
worse and the end came at the 3lst} 
hole. 

Sweetser’s victory was given a gen-| 
erous cheer by the sportsmanlike | 
ectowd and some American “rah rah’s” ! 
were heard from his fellow country- 
men in the big gallery, estimated at 
six thousand, that followed the match. 

Dramatic Climax > 

Sweetser’s victory came dramati- 
cally on the most picturesque hole of 
the Muirfield course—its long narrow 
green cut into edge of a hill and 
surrounded by a seemingly endless 
chain of shell hole bunkers. 

The hole, the thirteenth is only 128 
yards long. The hillsides about it 
Were massed with spectators, who 
seemed to sense hopelessness of the 
Scotchman’s situation. Sweetser was 
dormie six, and to keep the match, 
Simpson had to win the hole. 

Joyous exclamations escaped the 
hillsides gallery as the Scotchman 
sent his tee shot soaring toward the 

nm, seemingly bound on a true line.

NEW SIEP TAKEN 
FOR FARM RELIEF 


Washington, May 29.—-(2)—Farm 
relief, dormant in the house since 
defeat of the Haugen price stabiliza- 
tion bill, became active again today 
in the house agriculture committee 
when Representative McLaughlin, re- 
publican, Nebraska, requested early 
consideration of a modified form of 
the Hangen measure. The committee 


deferred action, and the program it 
has prepared devotes all of next week 
to minor bills. 

Representative Williams, republican, 
Illinois, said he would object to any 
further diseussion of farm relief until 
the sehate had acted. Mr. McLaugh- 
lin replied that he had been informed 
the senate “intends to do nothing but 
talk.” ‘The Nebraska member added 
that his bill was in the nature of a 
compromise, and that controversial 
features of the Haugen bill had been 
eliminated. 

The McLaughlin proposal would re- 
tain the equalization fee on the sales 
of basic agricultural commodities as a 
means of financing disposition of the 
surplus. The fee, however, would be 
assessed immediately on all products, 
including cotton, which the Haugen 
bill would have exempted for two 
years. The amount of the Haugen ap- 
propriation, $175.000,000, would be 
the same, but McLaughlin would ap- 
ply it strictly as a loan fund, to be 
advanced farmers’ organizations and 
repaid the government at 41-2 per 
cent interest. 

MeLaughlin told the committee that 
(his bill had been indorsed by delegates 
(of the farm organizations who sup- 
'ported the Haugen measure.

will pra. and work earnestly to the 
end that the liquor traffic mey be en- 
tirely upreoted in our land = and 
through the world.” 

Another resolution urged “that no 
treaty be concluded with Turkey 
which does not guerantee full re- 
ligiou. liberty and freedom from per- 
secution and make the necessary repa- 
rations in property, including the spe- 
cifie provision for the release and | 
restoration of its Christian Wwoman- 
hood, now defenseless against atrocity | 
and in neect of the charity of the | 
world.”

power in fixing the ultimate reduc- 
tion of armaments for thr various 
countries. .

Riga, May 28.—The third congress 
of Selkers and Rabkors—village cor- 


respondents and factory correspon- 
dents—meeting in oscow re 
3,000 assassinations in their ranks wa 
ing the past year. The 500 delegates 
attending report that they are living 
daily in fear of assassination, Most 
of ‘the. speakers, exhibiting wounds, 
relate how the peasants, enraged at 
their. “news reports,” attacked them, 
burned their houses, and attempted 
to murder them. 

Commissar Bukarin, in the opening 
speech of the congress, stated that the 
Selkers and Rabkors really are the/a 
eyes of the soviet government, their 
reports going to .the state political 
police—cheka, instead of the state- 
owned newspapers. 

According to M. Bukarin, the soviet 
government has. 250,000 of these cor- 
respondents. on .the.payroll, who, dur- 
ing April, turned’ in 1,496 “stories” 
which resulted in 606 jail convictions 
for peasant tax dodgers, 102 officers 
of village co-operatives losing their 
posts, 400 additional sentences to con- 
centration camps for peasants partic- 
ipating in attacks upon the Selkers, 
and 80 executions. 


M. Bukarin praised the accuracy of 
their “news,” saying that Cheka in- 
vestigations showed that only 10 per 
cent were without foundation. M. 
Bukarin deplored the fact that women 
seldom make good correspondents, say- 
ing that their reports are mostly given 
to gossip. The cheka, he said, discoy- 
ered that women more often report 
rumors than men. 

The soviet government’s huge staff 
of correspondents accomplished great 
work during the past year, continued 
M. Bukarin, reporting that they reg- 
ularly. posted in 40,000 villages wall 
newspapers and supplied contributions 
to fifteen weeklies having a total cir- 
culation of 120,000 . copies. 

The commissar criticized the efforts 
of the correspondents to enforce the 
present soviet government economy 
campaign in the villages, because the 
village soviets when oredered to econ- 
omize invariably began. by closing 
schools, libraries, communist clubs, 
and other institutions. 

The peasahts say that these institu- 
tions do not bring them profit, said 
M. Bukarin, “but they are our most 
important channels to broadcast com- 
munist propaganda among many mil- 
lions of village populations. Instead 
of closing the results of our achieve- 
ments, the peasants should be told 
that our economy campaign means 
that they must pay produce taxes 
promptly and grow more crops and 
buy more soviet factory productions.”

But we gee all of this and more. We 
see what can be and what ought to 
be.

In my personal contacts with public 
eharacters in Washington during fifty 
years | have met many who were dis- 
tinguished by indi- 
vidual attractions 
that outweighed all 
sectional or polit- 
lical prejudices. 
Among them none 
has had more of 
my admiration and 
personal affection 
than Senator Frank 
Willis, of Ohio. 
He is a big, hearty 
Buckeye boy wh») 
reminds me con- 
stantly of our be- 
loved Henry Grady 
who passed from us 
in a flame of glory. 
Willis has the same youthful joy- 
ance in life, the same fascinating 
friendliness, the same humanity »! 
heart. the same passion for patriotic 
service and for a harmonious and 
happy American solidarity. He wus 
brought up in a Christian home and 
lives loyally up to its training. He 
was student and then professor in an 
Ohio university distinguished for its 
moral tone and its intellectual prod- 
ueis. He has been a state legislator. 
representative in congress, governor 
of his state and pow one of its sena 
tors for more than six years. That 
record surely imports exceptional char 
acter and abilities that command pub- 
lie confidence. 

He Works on His Job. 

Senator Willis is one of those pub- 


lic men who actually “works on his of 


job.” In all tis various offices he 
has shown devotion and industry that 
mark him as an exceptional public 


servant. His dominant principle is 
to keep faith with the people who have 
trusted him. Because of that prac- 
tice he' is one of the busiest men of 
the senate, with a huge daily mai! 
from “back home” and with interested 
constituents always pressing for a per- 
sonal hearing. How he manages to 
keep track of all that is leaded onts 


him is a puzzle that I have not been 


able to unravel. 


He is a welcome guest at the White 
house, charming in the senate cloak- 
rooms, popular with banqueteers ir 
the capital and other cities, and with 
his very popular wife a favorite in 
every social circle. The old veterans 
seek him to cheer them. at _ their 
gatherings, the newer veterans 
look upon him as their loyal friend, 
the young pages of the senate “just 
love him” they say, and old colored 
servitors around the senate wing will 


tell you “he's one ob de finest sena-’ 


tors dat’s been here in my time.” Be- 
lieve me, as an old observer in the cap- 
itol, no man ean acquire such general 
admiratiou and good will who has not 
great ablity, a genial spirit and that 
sort of human lovableness that is ir- 
resistible. 
A Straight-Up Statesman. 

The epithet of “statesman” is fre- 
quently applied to a man casually or 
ironically, but in the case of Senator 
Willis it applies with its true implica- 
tions. He is a statesman because he 
grasps problems nationally and with 
a strong sense of equity contends for 
that which will strengthen the republic 
and do most good to most people. He 
is too fine’ of mind and big of heart 
to be sectional or radical. That is 
why a distinguished, long-service 
southern senator said to me: “I have 
seen only two faults in Willis—that 
he is not a southerner and a dem-- 
erat,”

The immediate reaction of Senator Da- 
vid A. Reed, of that state, was to 
say that therd ought to be a referen- 
dum directly and exclusively on pro- 
hibition in Pennsylvania also. ‘he 
mood in which hator Reed made 
this declaration was apparently one 
of wanting to get prohibition out of 
ordinary elections, to have it passed 
on as a question standing by itself 
and not have it coming up to obscure 
other issues and personalities in _ordi- 
nary elections. 


In addition to this reason, some 
other men in congress have an addi- 
tional motive for wanting referendums 


on prohibition. They want the formal 
backing of the communities they rep- 
resent for the positions they take, the 
votes they must cast in congress. ' 


Even before the wet victory in 
Pennsylvania the New York legisla- 


ture had already arranged to have a 
referendum in that state next fall. 
As it is to be put to, the voters of 
a York state the question will 
read : 


“Should the congress of the United 
States modify the Volstead act to en- 


force. the 18th amendment so that the 
same shall not prohibit the‘ manufac- 
turé, sale, transportation, importation 
and exportation of beverages which 
are not in fact intoxicating as de- 
termined ig accordance with the laws 
of the respective states?’’ 


Also, in Wisconsin it had already 
been arranged by the legislature that 


there is to be a referendum on pro- 
hibition in that state next fall. BHvi- 
dently this disposition to hold local 
referendums is going to grow. That 
is the only result so far apparent ef 
se recently increased activity of the 
wets. 


If state referendums, why not a 


nation-wide one? That question is in 
the backs of the heads of the wet 
leaders. A national referendum is one 
of their objectives. 


A nation-wide referendum would be 
more helpful to the wet cause than 


any other political step possible to 
take. In a national. referendum the 
immense wet vote of the large cities 
would count for its full weight. It 
cannot count for its full weight in 
the election of congressmen and sena- 
tors. The large wet vote in Penn- 
sylvania- will count for only one sen- 
ator among 96, while a much smaller 
aggregate dry vote in several western 
states comparatively sparsely settled, 
can account for half a dozen sena- 
tors. 


If referendums are to be held, the 
precise wording of them is important. 


The question ag phrased in New York 
has two angles. The first aims at an 
expression of public opinion in New 
York on the question’ whether the 
phrase “not in fact intoxicating” shall. 
be substituted instead ‘of the phrase 
‘not containing more than one-half of 
one per cent alcohol,”’ as the statuto 


That angle of the New York refer- 
endum, is comparatively innocuous. 


But the New York question goes on to 
say “as determined in accordance with 
the laws of the respective states.” 
That would seem to be, if the New 
York referendum should get a major- 
ity in the affirmative, a demand on the 
part of New York to set up its own 
definition ef what is an “intoxicating 
beverage,” regardless of what different 
standard might be set by congress 
or by other states.

(Pin- 
chot insisted that there was a differ- 
ence in their degrees of dryness, but 
that is not material.) The two dry 
candidates, Pinchot and Pepper, com- 
bined had about 200,000 more votes 
than the one wet candidate, Vare; but 
against this it must be conceded that 
Pepper and Pinchot each had a con- 
siderable number of votes which in 
rany referendum restricted to prohibi- 
tion would have voted wet. Pinchot 
had the support of the anthracite coal 
miners. The miners voted for sin- 
chot, not because he was dry but in 
spite of his being dry. The miners 
were for Pinchot because he had been 
their friend in pgp tong oagie g 8 — 
larly, Pepper got the bulk of the vote 
in Pittsburgh. Pepper got this Pitts- 
burgh vote again, not because he was 
dry but in spite of his being dry. The 
Pittsburgh organization, which reflects 
the wishes of Secretary Mellon, and 
the other local organization leaders 
were for Pepper. In a _ referendum 
restricted to prohibition many of Pep- 
per’s Pittsburgh votes would go wet. 

Taking everything into account, it 
must be accepted that Pennsylvania is 
wet and wants a change in the status 
lof prohibition.

conditions are “outgrown’’ is never- 
theless wrong, becausé although such 
children .may grow as fast and as 
strong as a child shquid grow, some- 
times they keep the bed-wetting hab- 
it, the bow legs or the adenoid ob- 
struction in spite of the growth. 

In the majority of cases, bed-wet- 
ting is continuous from early infancy. 
It is not abnormal for a child to con- 
tinue wetting the bed up to the age 
of three years. But bed-wetting is, 
abnormal in children over three years 
old, and should invariably be treated. 


In boys, the general experience of 
hysicians is that circumcision usual- 
bed-wetting 
and therefore this operation 
should be done only when conditions 
require it irrespective of the bed-wet- 
ting. ' 

In about 20 per cent of the cases 
of bed-wetting in children, the habit 
follows some. such illness as scarlet 
fever, St. Vitus’ dance, measles, or 
an injury which is accompanied with 
surgical shock, 

‘ The trouble is not a “weakness’ 
and in no sense an indication of any- 
thing the matter with the kidneys. 

Removal of adenoids or tonsils. sel- 
dom has any influence upon the habit 
of bed-wetting. 

Scolding or threatening a child with 
this trouble is the depth of brutality 
and can only make matters worse. On 
the other hand, suitable rewards, if 
honorably paid, may help the child 
to develop control. 

If the child is underweight, success 

is not likely to be had until the weight 
is brought up to normal. 
' Bed-wetting is a chronic fatigue of 
the urinary appartus. An important 
factor is late bedtime—the child is 
utterly exhausted and sleeps so deep- 
ly that it is difficult to awake him 
at 10 p. m. to empty the bladder, as 
should invariably bes done, and once 
again at 6 a. m. 

No child with this habit should have 
less than ten hours of sleep every 
night. 

It is better that the child take no 
food between ‘meals, but the meals 
should be ample and often. Generally 
these items should be excluded from 
the child’s diet: Coffee, tea, eocoa, 
chocolate, highly seasoned foods, ice 
cream, sweets, condiments and hot 
sauces, any other than fresh fish. « 

These items are especially valuable 
staples in the diét of the child: Fresh 
milk, a quart a day; butter, eggs, 
meat, fresh water se tat sea fish,

| IN MEMORIAM 


Today is observed in the north as 
national memorial day. It is also 
poppy day, and thousands of scarlet 
“Buddy Poppies” will be sold during 
next week fur the benefit of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars. 

“Carrying On.” That is the. key- 
note of the spirit in which throughout 
the United States disabled and needy 
ex-service men, crippled heroes of 
Chateau Thierry and the Argonne, of 
St. Mihiel and Verdun, have been 
working for days making these 
“Buddy Poppies” for country-wide 
use in the sixth annual national poppy 
sale of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Many of tlie poppy makers who 
“carry on” so cheerfully are under 
hospital treatment. Among them are 
men who cannot be rehabilitated by 
the veterans’ bureau because their 
disability was not contemplated by the 
war risk and vocational training laws 
when passed, and who are pitifully 
designated by the government as 
*“non-feasible,” To these men in par- 
ticular the poppy making not only of- 
fefs a means of livelihood which the 
majority, because of their condition, 
would be helpless to earn in their 
former occupations, but in addition 
helps to renew their self-confidence 
and rebuild their morale.

The comparatively small number of 
killed and wounded as recorded in the 
rosters may lead some readers to think 
that our company escaped the thickest 
of the various battles; engaged in.

For instance at Gettysburg 
our regiment further to the front and 
no brigade or division, not even Pick- 
ett’s, suffered greater loss in killed 
and wounded than ours. We can ac- 
count for the apparent small losses 
obtained. by the 49th only by attribut- 
ing it to a special protection of 
Pr vidence answering the supplica- 
tions of our consecrated chaplain, the 
lamented John J. Hyman.

As is the case at present, no regu- 
lar military organization existed in 
Pulaski prior to 1861. The election 
of Abraham Lincoln as president in 
18C) made the necessity of prepara- 
tion for war possible: the secession 
of South Carolina from the union in 
December, 1860, followed by other 
states > ade the necessity possible and 
the »ombardment of Fort Sumter in 
April, 1861. made it a certainty. 

Farly in the spring of 1861 Dr. T. 
L. Ryan and many others of the coun- 
ty began the formation -.f Pulaski’s 
first military organization, which was 
completec about the last of March. 
Wheu the Confederate congress which 
first mei in Montgomery, Ala., de- 
cided to make Richmond, Va., the 
seat of government, it became evident 
that the first seat of trouble would be 
in Virginia and this first company 
was determined to be the first there if 
possible. 

Our services were tendered to Goy- 
ernor Joseph E. Brown, who accepted 
them, but ordered us to the prepara- 
tory camp located at Big Shanty, now 
Kennesaw, which dii not at all suit 
us and we directed our officer. to offer 
our services to President Davis with 
the request that we be assigned to the 
regiment then being formed ‘y Hon. 
Fiancis S. Bartow, a member of the 
Confederat« congress. The tender was 
accepted and our request granted. 
The name selected for this company 
was the Pulaski Volunteers, 

Vso began immediate preparation 
to depart for Richmond and left Haw- 
kinsville for that city about the 18th 
of May. Arriving at Richmond we 
proceeded at once to Bartow’s camp at 
Howard's Grove. There we were mus- 
tered i-‘o service about the 23d of 
April. 

The z*giment was known as the 
Sth Georgia regiment of infantry and 
was composed of ten companjes.

We did this in 
short order without a single casualty 
in our company’s ranks. Were at- 
tacked at different times the several 
days we were on that line, all of which 
were repulsed without loss to our 
rapks. From Yorktown through Wil- 
liamsburg to the Chichahominy in 
front of Richmond. Escaped the bat- 
tl of Seven Pines, but were in several 
engagements during the “seven days’ 
battles” ia front of Richmond June 
24-30, losigg many of our best men. 
From. Richmond to second Manassas 
August 29-30, 1862. Thence into 
Maryland, being in battles at Boones- 
borongh and Sharpsburg, with but lit- 
tle loss.. Back to Virginia and a 
short rest near Winchester, then to 
Fredericksburg, where we were en- 
gaged December 13 with slight loss, 
Winter oc 1863 spent near Fredericks- 
burg. About the first of April, 
1863, passing through Richmond and 
Petersburg, being a part of Long- 
street’s corps, we were. sent to the 
front at Suffolk, Va., where we en- 


loss. This diversion caysed our regi- 
ment {1 miss Chancellorcville, Va.. 
May 3. Rejoined main army just 
before Pennsylvania campaign. Suf- 
ferc | heavily at Gettysburg, Pa., and 
Funkston, Md., in that campaign. 
Back to “irginia until about October 
1, 1863, when Longstreet was ordered 
toe General Bragg’s relief in Tennes- 
see. Passing through South Carolina 
our brigade was switched off to 
Charleston. Relieved Just’s brigade 
on Jamés Island, where we rested one 
month, escaping Chickamauga battle. 

Rejofning Longstreet in November, 
we were sent to Knoxville, Tenn., and 
lost heavily in effort-to capture Fort 
London in that city. Spent winter in 
1863-4 in east Tennessee, the ‘Valley 
Yorge” of the civil war. Suffered 
much; all communications and supplies 
shut off. Back to Virginia just in 
time to save Lee’s army at Wilder- 
ness May 6, 1864. Losses consider- 
able in that engagement and continual 
engr zements until we reached front of 
Richmond. 

In battles of Fort Harrison, Sep- 
tember; Barbytown Road a d Deep 
Bottom, October. 1864, with loss of 
several men; winter of 1864-65 in 
front of Richmond, left Richmond for 
Petersburg April 1, 1865, fro:a there 
to Appomattex. where we surrendered 
©. April 9, 1865. 

Ou: brigade: was composed of the 
7th, Sth. 9th and 11th Georgia Volun- 
teer regiments. Besides these we had 
the First Georgia regulars the first 
year, Rylander’s’ bettalion (from 
Ame icus the second year and the 
59th Georgia the last two years of the 
war. “he brigade was commanded 
nearly the whole time by General G. 
T. (Tige) Anderson. We had for di- 
vision commanders General John B. 
Hood and General C. W. Field, the 
division being composed of Hood's 
Texas, Anderson’s Georgia, Benning’s 
Georgia and Law’s Alabama brigades.

In October of 1862 Hood's division 
made a trip to attack Knoxville, Tenn

“The Settlement and Development 
of Tallulah Falls, Ga.,”’ was written 
by James Taylor, ninth grade, who 
made 100 in algebra, which read: 
“About 1840 or 50 there were two 
surveyors named White and Brisban 
surveying Jand around the Tallulah 
river for the government. ‘They found 

old hermit by the name of Cole for- 

rly known as John Carl Smith, who 
ad been accused of murder in Ken- 
tucky. On leaving Kentucky he came 
here and built himself a log cabin 
ust above Tempesta falls where he 
ived for 10 or 12 years. He secured 
a large tract of land from the gov- 
ernment; of which he sold Mr. White 
and Brisban one-third interest each. 

“Mr. White who was from Charles- 
ton, S. C., built a summer home on his 
Jand, where he, his wife and daugh- 
ter (Miss Sarah E.) came every sum- 
mer until Mr. White's death. Mrs. 
White and her daughter made Tal- 
lulah their home until their death. 
After her mother’s death, Miss Sarah 
BH. White built a cottage called 
*“Nooga’ (the Bird Nest) on Hickor 
Nut mountain and after it burned, 
built the Pine hotel. There were very 
few people around Tallulah at this 

¢. 

“A few years after Mr. White set- 
tled there, Colonel W. D. Young built 
a hotel about 300 feet from where the 
dam now stands, about the same time 
R. L. Moss, Sr., of Athens, Ga., built 
the Cliff House and several cottages. 
By this time there were 4@ or 50 
inhabitants. A short while after- 
wards J. M. Cartledge: (now one of 
the oldest citizens) surveyed out the 
town and asked the state legislature 
for a charter which was granted. This 
placed Tallulah Falls on the map as 
an incorporated town the first one 

Rabun county. 

“In 1871 the Tallulah Falls railway 
was built from Lula, Ga., to Tallulah 
Falls, the latter being the terminus 
for 35 years. Then the road was ex- 
tended to Franklin, N. C., by Mr. 
Prentiss, builder of the Tallulah 
Lodge hotel. ’ 
“In 1911 the Georgia Railway and 
Power company began their werk on 
the development of water power here. 
Four years of continuous work day 
and night was spent before the Tal- 
lulah dam, tunnel and wer house 
were put in operation. nother net 
er house and tunnel has just n 
gt res at Sawtooth, a mile and a 
half above here. - 

“The last but not least of the de- 


velopments at Tallulah is the school. 
The school was founded by Mrs. M. 
A. Lipscomb, of Athens, Ga., who, 
for many years, owned a summer 
home at Falis. The first five acres of 
und was given by Miss 8. 
ite. While Mrs. Lipscomb was 
ident of the Georgia Federation of 
omen’s clubs she induced that body 
to build the school. In 1923 a greater 
Tallulah campaign was begun by our 
own principal, Miss Ann Carrington 
Davis, The campaign was carried out 
by the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s clubs under Mrs. John K. Ottley, 
dent of the school trustees. Be- 

ore the campaign was begun there 
were only three buildings at the 
acho |. Now there are seven (two new) 
dormitories, a guest house, craft shop, 
att shop and school building being 
erected during the campaign. Two 
thousand dollars has been donated for 
equipment for a domestic science de- 
partment, and a new building for this 
and laundry is now under construc- 
tion. The faculty is one of the finest 
in Georgia. The children of north- 
east Georgia very much appreciate 
the work the clubwomen have done 
to help us become educated men and 


women.” 

John Chandler wrote upon the 
“Power Developments of North Geor- 
gia,” in the following article: 

“A great transformation has taken 

ce in north Georgia in the past 
ew years, and has come about through 
the great engineering of men who 
have harnessed the swift streams and 
have put them to work. Rivers which 
were used for the water supply and 
scenic beauty are now necessary to 
the lives of thousands of people. 

. “The great generatators which hum 
day and night send out power to 
operate factories, street cars, wash- 
‘§pg machines, electric refrigerators, 
sewing machines, vacuum cleaners. 


This also cooks our food in many 
cases. 

“The Georgia Railway and Power 
company has spent millions of dol- 
lars developing these projects. The 
steep slopes of the Tallulah and Tuga- 
lo rivers had to have ways of trans- 
portation cut into them so the materi- 
als for the dams and power houses 
could be carried to the jobs. The 
clearing of forests, construction of 
roads and railroads, the conversion of 
swift-moving streams into great lakes 
here cost great sums of money. 


“The employment of thousands of 
people have led to the building of 
schools, hospitals, churches and post- 
offices in the mountain sections. It 
has been estimated that the an, 
electric plants save around 1,067,000 
tons of coal annually. , 


Service of Development. 


“Not only have these developments 
served to open up the mountain coua- 
try, but they have also led to the mak- 
ing of better roads, and improved ways 
of transportation. It has also brought 
employment to thousands of mountain 
people. The developments have not 
destroyed the scenic beauty. It is 
true that they have dried up the great 
Tallulah falls, but they have also cre- 
ated a system of lakes unsurpassed 
in their beauty and the great gorges 
are unchanged. 


“To the sightseer there is nothing 
more interesting than to visit the 
— avhich nestle in the river gorges. 

th the natural and the man-made 
wonders stir one’s soul and let loose 
the golden dreams of the poets.” 


Home Making. 


“Home Making” was the subject 
chosen by Minnie Dyer, who writes: 

“How many of us know the real 
meaning of home? It is said that 
only six languages beside sthe English 
have a word for ‘home.’ ‘There is a 
big difference between a home and a 
house. A house is a place for resi- 
dence. A home is a dwelling place 
for a man and his family. When 
we move from one place to another 
our house stays ‘behind—our home 
goes with us. 


“It is true that the home is the 
first of our great social institutions 
to be considered. It is first in point 
of time, as well as importance. We 
may just as well say the home is 
the one social institution that nature 
herself has ordained. 

“We have often heard someone say 
Mr. and Mrs. So-and-So are building 
them a new home. A house is not a 
home until you make a home out of 
it. A house is made of wood, brick, 
etc.; a home of love. And unless 
you keep the home rules your house 
is not worthy to be called a home. 
Some people haven’t any interest in 
their home. Too many of the homes 
have become a place to eat and sleep. 
Some men and women take too much 
interest in other people outside of 
their family. Constant quarrels may 
break up a home. 

“We should want our home to be 
a plaice where it is easy to do right 
and where no one will ‘think of doing 
wrong. We must try always to 
keep a sincere interest in Me welcome 
of every member of the home, so they 
will love and enjoy being at home. 
We must not be so interested in mere 
amusements or devoted to money mak- 
ing that wg have no time in the home 
for worship or the common interest 
of the family that aid in the success 
and happiness of any home. 

“ “There is no place like home.’ Any- 
one doesn’t really know what a home 
means until he is without one. If 
all of us would get down to the fact 
and study how much a home means 


E. to us, we would come to the conclu- 


sion that it means more than just a 
boarding house.” 

Annie Mae Yearwood’s “The Car- 
dinal’s Helpless Help,” in poetry, was 
suggested by an actual incident, as na- 
ture study is one of the school’s strong 
features:

Qur streets, our parks, our roads 
are a disgrace to our reputations, be- 
cause of scattered papers, fruit skins, 
foils of wrapping paper, cigarette 
boxes, and all kinds of trash that spoil 
the beautiful landscape.’ 

“We can add to the above article, 
that in many sections of Georgia the 


highway is used for a dumping ground || 


where tin cans, and much other un- 
sightly rubbish, are left just off. the 
road in view of the traveling public, 
and probably close to some well-kept 
ome. 

“This form of bad management te 
due to a lack of system by individuals, 
towns and cities. A place to carry 
rubbish should be provided by the 
town or county government, and all 
trash within a radius of two miles 
should be carried there and burned.

By recent action of the Woman's 
Missionary council and the board of 
‘missions of the M. E. church, the 
educational standard for the home 
missionaries and deaconesses ‘as been 
raised to two years of college work. 


scholarships at WSearritt College for 
Christian worker: to have had two 
years of standard college work as a 
basis for home missionary service. 
Young women who wish to apply as 
indo.sed workers must have four years 
of standard high school work. Young 
women with fitness for missionary 
work who have not had high school 
work may be employed by local boards 
but will not be indorsed by the com- 
mittee on candidates of the board.

A letter to her mother from Miss 
Hattie Stallings of the Kwei.J.in Bap- 
tist s-hool, China, brings the distress- 
ing news of a very recent anti-Chris- 
tian demonstration on the part of 
Chinese government schools located at 
this place. - An excerpt from Miss 
Stallings’ letter is as follows: “On 
last Friday all the schools of the city 
had a parade in honor of the late 
Dr. Sen. Now there is a special anti- 
Christian movement among the out- 
side schools, so of course \-*< could not 
join them. At the conclusion of the 
parade it was decided to lead the pro- 
cession to our compound because we 
were not in the parade. While they 
were on the cempound paradiag they 
cursed our pupils and threw stones at 
them. They hit a workman over the 
head with a flag and he struck back. 
They ith2n took him and beat him all 
th: way down the street and tied him 
in the Imperial City. 

On Saturday they again returned 
to our compound in an effort to make 
our pupils march in an anti-Christian 
parade. In the meantime, however, 
we had insisted on our pupils leaving 
for their homes lest another be taken. 

Sunday about 1 o’clock the normal 
school principal led a most’ horrible 
line into our compound, Just follow- 
ing him was the poor wor':man_ they 
had previously takem They bad tat- 
tooed two characters on his face mean- 
ing “foreign slave.” They publicly 
disgraced him by making him miarch 
all over the city this way, then he 
was told to leave the city within three 
days. He was nearly dead when he 
finished that Sunday parade. When 
we found that he was at home -we 
went over to see him and to help him 
get away ~he next day. That was 
one sad day. We looked upon the

HEN I got a note from Lady 
Deresby asking me to stay at

me, ““You can only command real suc- 
cess by being absolutely yourself, 
whether it be in art, politics, or any 
other walk of life.’”’ But then the 
question arises, what is yourself? And 
that’s a problem. not always easy to 
solve. “The authoress of “‘The Mys- 
tic’? made a great sensation in a sin- 
gularly material, even singularly sen- 
sual, age by writing a novel that was 
Strangely pure, full of other worldli- 
ness, delicate, immaterial, almost 
touched with the beauty of holiness. 
The book, as you will remember, was 
Short, simple, unpretending. Yet it 
made an immediate and deep mark on 
the world, both in England and 
America, because of its amazing sin- 
cerity, and the natural beauty of its 
exquisite style, which seemed the re- 
flection of the hidden loveliness of an 
exquisite soul. And so certain is sin- 
cerity of finding out the way to the 
human heart that “The Mystic’’. was 
read, re-read and actually loved not

York. The litle book, in fact, con- 
quered every one, and it had con- 
quered me. 


I went down to Deresby on that 
saturday of June solely in order to 
make the acquaintance of ‘“Margue- 
rite Grey,” who had written it. I 
imagined “Marguerite Grey’’ to be a 
nom de guerre. It seemed too 
appropriate a name to be the real 
name of the authoress of that 
delicious book.

Just then Marguerite Grey, turning 
a little from her hard bitten neighbor, 
but as if quite unconsciously, looked 
acress the table straight at us, but, | 
felt, with unseeing eyes.

Oldest Detective Took Part 
In Many Famous Cases 
-- Jackson Tried First

Here is the story of a man who has taken part in the drama of justice 
during a period of almost fifty years, James Jackson, now eighty-five years 
old. Once state detective of New York and for years assistant executioner at 
Sing Sing, Jackson today reviews a career whicit is perhaps without parallel 
among men still living. He has played a leading role in the final scenes of 
some of the most famous murder cases on record. 


How do criminals of today compare with the criminals of fifty years 
ago>? What are the reactions of an executioger? How was the first electric 
How was it tested?

Jackson, his mind still clear despite 


HE oldest detective in the 
world celebrated his 85th 
birthday in Ossining, N. Y., 
recently. He received mes- 
sages of congratulation from 
police centers’ throughout 
America and Europe. 


The aged crook chaser is James 
Jackson. He served as state detec- 
tive in New York, attached to Sing 


Sing prison, during more than forty- 
five years. The office was created to 
fit his special capabilities. It was 
abolished when he resigned. 


Ensconced in a big armchair, sur- 
rounded by his family, Old Fatality, 
as- he came to be known by several 
generations of Sing Sing residents, re- 
views his career, clear-eyed and 
analytical. He finds nothing to re- 
gret except the perversity of human 
nature that leads in so many instances 
to the death house. 


A stern-faced old man is Jackson, 
with a cold gray eye and a grim sense 
of humor. He sits in his library at 
Ossining gazing over snow-clad hills, 
wishing life and his active participa- 
tion in its affairs were not circum- 
scribed by physical circumstance. 


Old Fatality. 


During his long term Jackson chas- 
ed and captured scores of escaped 
prisoners. Some he pursued to Europe 
and caught with the aid of Scotland 
Yard. Others he harried relentlessly 
through New York’s underworld of 
the period when 14th street was up- 


town. He seldom failed in his quest. 
That is why he was called Old 
Fatality. 


Since Sing Sing was built more than 
a century ago, many wardens have 
served there. Some were competent, 
and many were not. Political ap- 
pointees of the earlier regime were 
singularly ill fitted for their work. 
That explains why there were so many 
violent outbreaks among prisoners. 
Jackson, however, attributes some of 
these riots to brutal punishments then

One was president when Jackson 
began service; other when he ended it 


in vogue. They occurred in a time 
when thumbscrews and the water cure 
were recognized elements in prison 
discipline. 

One of Jackson’s duties as state 
detective was to assist at executions. 
He relates with a certain pride of duty 


well done how he helped to put to 
death 150 men and one woman. The 
woman, Martha Place, was the only 
female ever electrocuted at Sing Sing. 

When Jackson began his service at 


ties for observation. I came to know 
everybody visiting the prison. They 
included relatives and others who call- 
ed on inmates. 

“There were no typewriters, no 
phonographs, no airplanes, no radio. 
Anybody that owned a sewing ma- 
chine—one of the old-time woman- 
killers—was a plutocrat. Yes, times 
have changed in many ways but not 
much in one way. 

“Criminals were, to my mind, more 
shrewd and daring then than they are 
now. Some men and women I recall 
would have made the most expert 
crooks of this day look like amateurs. 
Police work was far more difficult. It 
was Catch as catch could, 

“Long after 1 became associated 
with the prison there wasn’t even a 
photograph gallery. We had no 
scientific system of identifying crim- 
inals. It was twenty years after I be- 
came a detective that the Bertillon 
system of identification was installed. 

“That was the heyday of the bank 
robber. Some of these men were of 
fascinating manners and personality. 
They possessed extraordinary cunning. 
Many established friendships in high 
places. This reminds me that there

“A tremendous. public outcry 
against the law had convinced manu- 
facturers of electrical apparatus it 
wouldn’t be good advertising for them 
to supply the state, so they declined. 
We had to collect materials for out 
first chair in South America. After 
the device had been set up we were 
not sure it would work. In the state 
of public feeling a bungled execution 
would have been bad for all concern- 
ed. The question was how to test the 
apparatus. 

“Captain Hilbert, skilled mechanic, 
made the first death chair. Switches 
and other apparatus were installed. 
Keeper Derrenbacher, with myself 
and State Electrician Davis, set out 
to test the device. We led an old.

death chamber. Condemned men 
were in adjoining cells but they didn’t 
suspect what we were doing-——at least 
not then. | 
‘‘Derrenbacher followed the for- 
mula.

It costs no 
more to feed a thoroughbred than a 
common cur. Get a good of 
whatever breed you select, and train 
him to obey. Teach him to follow you 
at heel, lie down at command, stand 
“steady!” and let him carry part of 
the pack on every hike. 

The pack saddle shown here is a 
common jute sack that once held 50 
pounds of chick feed. Sew up the 
open end with waxed twine. Cut a 
hele through both sides of the sack 


— 


about three inches from the center of 
the long edge big enough fer your 
dog’s head. Kind the edges of both 
heles seperately with twine, wsing 
“buttonhole stitch.” Mother or sister 
can show you hew, but don’t let them 
do the work. Sew on heavy tape or 
light webbing for ties as indicated, 
and you have a light, comfortable, in- 
expensive practical pack for your dog. 
Then it's up te you to train him to 
carry it. A dog can safely carry a 
little more than a fourth of his own 
weight. Load the pack through the 
head holes, dividing weight and bulk 
equally on both sides before you har- 
ness the dog. Don’t put in tin cans 
with sharp corners or packages with 
lumps to bruise his side. I use food 
bags of parafined eanvas and let him 
carry my flour, salt, sugar, coffee, ete. 
The new Nisimaha, now 15 months 
ald, weighs 48 pounds and can carry 
16 pounds on the trail all day. Ter- 
haps you'll see him if you attend one 
of the Swarthmore Chautauqua pre 
grams where Unele Will is speaking 
this summer.

Making Baseballs 


A visit to one of the largest base- 
ball factories in the world inspired our 
artist to draw these pictures, showing 
a ball in all stages of manufacture. 


The pictures show accurately and 
completely all the steps in construc- 
tion. 


Here are some additional bits of 


interesting information : 


The horsehide cover of the ball is 
from 1-16 to 1-8 of an inch in thick- 
ness, varying according to the quality 
of the ball to be consfriicted. The 
cover is dampened before it is fastened 
over the sphere so that it will stretch 
a little. Then when it dries, it draws 
up snugly and tightly. 

There are 232 stitches in a regula- 
tion major league ball. All of these 
must be made by hand. and a man 
must practice for months before he 
learns to do this work well. The 
hide on a horse’s neck is too easily 
stretched for use on baseballs, and 
that on the flanks glazes to easily. 
Therefore the hide from the middle 
of the back is used. 


‘The yarn, both the cotton and the 
wool, is carefully sélected and thor- 
oughly tested before it is used. Hun- 
dreds of yards of it go into the mak- 
ing of a regulation size ball.

Long befdre the historians started carving history’s pages on slabs 
of stone, men had differences of opinion as to the types and features that 
constituted beauty in the human face. Some preferred this type; others 
leaned towards that type. Even the future husband of Helen of Troy, 
acting as judge, had to be bribed before awarding the “Apple of Discord”’ 
to Venus, proclaiming her the most beautiful woman if the world. 

Many years later, or to be exact, in 1506, Leonardo da Vinci, great 
Italian painter, then aged 54, put the finishing touches to a picture he 
labeled ‘‘Mona Lisa,’’ which the whole world has since risen in unison, 
and free from bribe, proclaimed it to be the loveliest likeness and the 
most beautiful picture of the human face ever painted. Finishing touches 
did I write? Out with it! Thirteen years later when Leonardo lay on 
his death bed, he mumbled regret that he wouldn’t live to finish this 
painting. Time has clipped off over four. hundred years since Leon- 
ardo laid down his brush. Many great artists have come and gone since 
his day, but none has matchced his masterpiece. Walter Pater refers to 
it as the ‘Despair of Painters.”’ 

The wife of Zanobi del Giocondo was the model for ‘Mona Lisa.’ 
Her elusive half-smile delighted Leonardo. He wanted to paint it in his 
‘“‘Mona,”’ so to keep this expression in her countenance, he amused her 
by telling stories and having music played during the sittings. There is 
nothing that furnishes inspiration like love. So it is assumed that 
Leonardo loved this model, must have loved her else there wouldn’t be 
any ‘“‘Mona Lisa”’ today. ? 

Osvald Siren speaks of ‘‘the large noble figure, the wonderful sensi- 
tive hands, the inimitabie face with its spiritual values, which unite to 
form an image dominating every surrounding circumstance’’—but even 
that falls far short of a description of the painting. ‘Mona Lisa” defies 
analysis. Every feature about the painting brings out all the sublime 
sweetness of womanhood. Mona Lisa, even with your bewitching smile, 
you are divine. 

Leonardo, upon completing the picture, announced that it was not 
for sale. He painted it for himself. But the king of France wanted it 
and offered the unheard of sum of $8,000.00, so Leonardo sold it. It 
has been reported, though never confirmed, that the British government, 
not so many years ago, offered $5,000,000.00 for the same picture, but 
the French government wouldn’t listen. 

Great was the consternation throughout France on August 11, 1911, 
when the shocking news spread that ‘“Mona Lisa’”’ had been stolen from 
the Louvre. The news created tremendous excitement. Every art dealer 
threughout Europe joined the detectives in the search. Hope had almost 
been abandoned for its recovery when Sig. Geri, an antiquary of Flor- 
ence, Italy, caused the arrest of Vincenzo Perugia on December 11, 1913, 
charging him with the theft. Perugia confessed. The painting was found 
in his room in good condition. Fired with patriotism, he had stolen it 
to avenge the spoilation of the Napoleonic armies. The painting was 
placed on exhibition in Florence and Rome, and the police encountered 
considerable trouble in keeping order among the thousands that gathered 
to view this celebrated picture, painted by their own Leonardo. When 
the news reached Paris the sensation it caused was equalled only by its 
disappearance. The Paris newspapers published special editions an- 
nouncing its recovery. 

Today Mona is back home—back in the Louvre—back’ with that 
same Ha haunting smile that has won the admiration of the entire 
art world.

When Mrs. Place. was 
about to die we decided.to have one 
of her own sex affix the electrode to 
her leg. .1 took a matron into the 
death chamber and, with a man sit- 
ting in the chair, drilled her in the 
work she would have to do. She be- 
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came latter perfect in affixing the 
electrode. Mrs. Place was finally sen- 
tenced to die March 20, 1899. 

“Mrs. Place was kept in the cell 
for condenined women adjoining the 
hospital and one flight above the 
death cell. Access to this place was 
by stairway. The death warrant was 
not read to this woman until the morn- 
ing of her execution. The idea was 
to spare her a night of torment. Mon- 
day morning, after Governor Roose- 
velt had declined to interfere, we 
went ahead. . 

‘“l accompanied the guard to the 
condemned woman’s. cell. She was 
Calmer than | had. expected to find 
her. Now that she realized the end 
was at hand she appeared dazed. 

‘I dreaded that walk to the chair. 
We led her down the stairway. The 
warden led the way and I supported 
Mrs. Place. At the foot of the stair- 
way the warden took his place on her 
right, supporting her. Then we walk- 
ed, with the chaplain following, into 
the execution chamber. : 

“AS we Sat the woman in the chair 
I picked up the electrode and handed 
it to the matron |] had been at such 
pains to train. | whispered to her to 
apply it as I had shown her how to do. 
My feminine aid promptly collapsed. 
It was up to me. 1 applied the elec- 
trode, the signal was given and Mfs. 
Place died. 

‘It is perhaps well to state that the 
science of electrocution has been im- 
proved beyond any other aspect of

Later prison physicians improved this 
plan by dropping a handkerchief for 
the first shock as the chair’s occupant 
expelled air from his lungs. - Before 
he could take another breath he was 
dead. | 

“This did away with a hollow 
groan that used to come from the per- 
son executed. It was a horrible sort 
of experience for witnesses. They 
supposed the person in the chair was 
in pain. As a matter of fact he was 
dead already. Air escaping from his 
lungs caused the sound after he was 
incapable of feeling pain. 

“Carlyle Harris caused some trou- 
ble the night before his execution. He 
chewed paper and stuffed it in his cell 
lock. We had to take the lock off in 
order to enter his cell, and | sat up 
with him all night. He was executed 
May 8, 1893, and an instant before he 
sat in the chair declared his innocence. 
A curious feature of that execution 
was that the father-in-law of Harris 
pleaded for permission to throw the 
electric switch. Of course he was not 
permitted to do so. 

‘There is one superstition exploded 
by the legal killmgs at Sing Sing. 
Mothers-in-law are supposed to be the 
worst of trouble-makers. Well, in all 
my experience only one man died in 
the electric chair for killing his moth- 
er-in-law.”’
